AM a conftant frequenter of plays, 
for feveral reafons; of which, not to 
be tedious, I thall mention but two. 
Firft, becaufe good plays are the moft 
rational entertainment for a human crea- 
ture. And zdly, (but that is particue 
a= lar to my felf) I generally chufe diver- 
fions, in which I can fhare, without being a party con- 
cerned. Thus plays entertain my eyes and ears, with- 
out obliging me to interrupt my much loved taciturnity. 
{attend all new performances ; but never either clap or 
hifs, not caring to be taken notice of. I am ftrictly im- 
partial, and condemn or applaud within my felf, with 
more truth, than noify or prepofleffed critics : thus much 
for myfelf. I have now before me, your two laft papers, 
in which Arricws attacks the author of the Lady’s 
Revenge, and Terextianus defends him: I fhall 
beftow a few remarks on both, and on the play itfelf; 
which, without difobliging me, you may either publifh, 
gr facrifice to the goddefs CLoacina, as you think belt. 
Atticus has modefily borrowed his name from the 
noble Roman, (to whom Cicgro has addrefled feveral 
of his letters) who was famous for the beauty of his 
file: and I muft own, Arricus’s ftile is happy, neat, 
and exprefiive, TeRreENnT1ANUS has borrowed his 
from an opinion (a very juft one) that the Lady’s Revenge 
is wrote pretty much after the manner of TERENCE. 
Arricus, inftead of criticifing the play, as he ought 
to have done, falls foul of the Preface, which he ought 
not tohave done. He has put a vernifh over a bad 
caufe, as artful dealers do over a bad picture, to make 
it appear glaring and fhewy. TERENTIANUS, 
like a.true judge of .a picture, firft wafhes the vernith 
off, and then examines it; by which means he is not only 
not impoted on him(fclf, but helps to undeceive others. 
Atticus avoids examining the play, either by dra- 
matic or natural rules, that is, whether the play is ac- 
cording to rules of art, as to the conduét of it; and 
according to nature, as to the perions reprefented. He 
Jumps it, and calls it wox/enfe in one place; and in 
another (nonfenfically himfelf) fays, ‘ where the author 
* aims at high comedy, he runs either into a ftiff pom- 
* poufneis, or low infipidity.” Stiff pompou/ne/s might 
be indeed the cafe of an author (tho’, I don’t fay, 1t is 
of the author of the Lady’s Revenge) who aims at high 
comedy; but how /ow infipidity can, I confefs I can’t fee. 
—— TrrentTisnus likewife avoids examining the play 








by the above rules, waiting for a more judicious, as well 
as particular critici/m of it. he only juttifies fome of 


the free itrokes in our author, by the example of pre- 
ceding poets ; whofe much freer fcenes have been, and 
ftill are received with the higheft applaufe. But the 
faults of others, are no juttification of ours: fo far, how- 
ever, I will agree with him, that an audience that can 
admire free itrokes in one poet, ought to be, at leait, in- 
dulgent to them in another. 


I thall now, Mr. Bavius, with Terentianus’s per- 
miifion, give you my fentiments of The Lady’s Revenge, 
Without meaning to prevent his giving you his: for as 
two people feldom think exactly alike, we may both ap- 
Give me leave, 

[r. Bavivs, firlt to obferve, that the word criticife, 
does not only mean to find fault: thus the beit of cri- 
tics among thie ancients, chofe rather to deferve the name 
of critics, by difcovering the beauties of an author, and 
making them more vifible to the lets judicious obferver ; 
aud the worft of critics, by applying themfelves to the 
defeéts of an author, and expofing them with ill-na- 
ture. I thall keep the middle way, and do jultice to the 
beauties and defeéts of my author, without labouring to 





prpve, yet approve differently. 


‘fet off cither with zeal or prejudice. 


The author of the Lady’s Revenge has obferved ri- 
idly the three principal unities of time, place, and ac- 
tien, without any apparent conftraint. He has likewile, 
by means of a fhort, but {pirited narration, given the au- 
dience a sketch of the lite, charaéters, and tempers of his 
two principal perfons, for a long time before the aétion 
begins ; and by this artful method prepared the audience 
een them.

ters faithfully drawn from nature, and confiftent with 
themfelves ; they may be found every day either in the 
Mall, Drawing-room, Affemblies, Play-houies, and pri- 
vate families.. The fentiments and language fo diverft 
fied according to the chara¢ter of the {peaker, that you 
cannot miltake one forthe other, and the moral inftructive. 
I fliould bé too prolix, to juitify my judgment of the 
play, by applying every thing I fay of it to,that part of 
it, from which I have tormed my opinion. I fhall there- 
fore content myielf with referring you, and your readers, 
to the play itfelf. Thofe who think Iam wrong, will, 
no doubt, write you their reafons : if they are better than 
mine, I fhall with pleafure fubmit; if not, continue in 
my own opinion. | 

The objections to the play are thefe, viz. 
I. It’s too grave, and wants fpirit in general. 
II. Sir Harry, tho’ a man of fenfe and refletion, is 
a wicked character; yet, neverthelefs, on repentance, re- 
warded with a’beautiful and rich young lady. 
III. Lady Trarricx, who is only faulty with one 
man, whom fhe loves with the utmoft tenderneis, is fe- 
verely punifhed, at the fame time that fhe fhews herteif 
capable of the moit exalted piece of generofity and good- 
neis. 
ITV. Ancerina confents too eafily to marry a man, 
whom fhe knows engaged to another lady. 
V. The other charaéters, except Berry’s, not imme- 
diately nor effentially neceffary to the play. 
Thefe, I think, are the principal objections to the’ 
play: and thefe, Mr. Bavius, I anfwer as follows, fub- 
mitting the whole to your better judgment. 
1. Asto the firit, it rauit be confeft, there is not that 
fprightlinefs of humour, nor that variety in the lighter 
characters which comedy perhaps requires, to pleafe by di- 
verting. But then it mutt be allowed, at the fame time, 
that there is not that unnatural extravagance, nor thole 
prepotterous flights of forced wit, with which fome of 
our molt taking comedies abound : what there is, js in 
charaéter, but che charaler would not admit of more or 
greater. : 
2d. To leave Sir Harry unmarried, is leaving him 
in the fame ftate of iniquity, from which his reflections 
drew him, without a future guard againit a relapie: it 
was neceflary then to marry him; the point was, to 
whom? To Lady Trarricx? No.! that might encow 
rage young ladies tolitten to thofe promifes, of which 
lovers are not {paring, ia hopes, at laft, the. man, that 
ruined, will marry them. A dangerous example! The 
only perfon then fit to reclaim fuch a character, was one, 
in whom our paffionate, yet reflecting character, might 
find employment for paflion and reafon, viz. beauty and 
good fente. 
3dly, As to Lady Trarricx’s too fevere punifhment, 
the ill confequences that attend the fair fex, when they 
quit the path of vertue, being greater than, with our 
{ex 3 poetical juftice, in order to prevent their falling into 
the errors reprefented on the ftage, requires a feverer pu- 
nifhment for the fair delinguent. Thus Lady Trarrick, 
tho’ not more guilty than Sir Harry, neverthele{s mutt 
be left more unhappy. 

But 4thly, How to clear Ancrtina’s confenting to 
marry one that had given his promife to another. If 
Lady Trarricx’s formal renunciation of a #crbal pro- 
mife will not be thought fufficient, the town mutt either 
admit of Ancrutna’s love for Sir Harry, as an apolo- 
gy for her giving her confent againit one delicate fcruple 
unfatisfied ; or elfe have permitted the author to have 
brought the husband to life; which would have removed 
all difficulties, and is no unnatural fuppofition in the mer- 
cantile world, which daily affords inftances of perfons 
caft away, who have found means to fave their lives, and 
have returned to their families. 

sthly, To make any charaéter primarily neceffary, and 
capital, is a thing neither feifable, nor requ@fite. If 
each has butinefs enough to juitity their appearance, "tis 
as much as is necefiary ; and 1 prefume no one of thole 
characters could have been left cur. 

Thus, Mr. Bavius, I have gone through the play 5 
fhewn wherein the poet ouglt to be commended; and apo- 
logized, as wel! as I could, for theje parts that 1 have 
heard objected to.

Prefently after 
this, he goes to Ancetina’s houfe, and puts the honou- 
rable queition to her; who, tho’ fhe had been jul told 
all here mentioned, confents to marry him. 
In anfwer to the fecond objeftion, Canpidus obferves, 
that ‘to leave Sir Hakry unmarried, is leaving him 
‘ in the fame ftate of iniquity, from whieb his refletti- 
© ons drew hii’. But it is evident, that it was not his 
own reflefions, but the dilcoveries made by Lady Trar- 
Fick, and the hopes of gaining Ancexina, that drew 
bim into any feeming deteltation of that Mate of iniquity. 
He muft not marry Lady Trareick, left it

* fitto reclaim our paffionate, yet reflecting charaéter, 
* was one,in whom he might find employnient for paflion, 
‘and reafon, viz. beauty and good fenfe’. Tho’ the latter 
of thefe qualifications might have fome effect upon our fine 
gentleman's reajon; yet, according to his own account, 
the former could have no lafting effe€& upan his paffor. 
For he tells his friend Heartvty this very morning, 
that ¢ A-beautifil woman is like a well-wrote book, every 
* leaf you turn over, at firlt affords new pleafure ; but 
‘ when you are forc’d to read it daily, from one end to 
‘ the other,’ you'll find but little inclination to begin a- 
« gain’. (pag. 5.) And as to the lady in particular, who 
is to reclaim him, and to be a future guard againft a re- 
lapfe, he {peaks thus’ to his filter Laritria:: * Well, 
« filter, to deal frankly with you, as muchas I can love, 
‘I love Ancertna. She has youth, beauty, good 
‘ fenfe, and fortwne; but fo have a thoufand other wo- 
‘men. Now whether thefe will always pleafe in Ane 
© GELINA, as much as they dO now, or whether I thall

more in other women, Gad, I can’t tell. —— I'm,

The reafon Canoious gives, in anfwer to the third 
objection, for Lady Trarritk’s too fevere punifbment, 
cagnot gain my aflent. * The ill confequences that ate 
« tend the fair fex, when they quit the path of virtue, 
‘ being greater than with oty Sex, poetical jultice requires 
‘ afeverer punifhment for the fair delinquent’. Jf by 
id/ confeguences are meant the hinderance ot a lady's mar- 
riage, Who has once lott her honour, particularly withy 
that party who has robb’d her of it, and that indelible 
mark of infamy which the world fixes upon her; thefe 
l own, are greater than thofe which attend the tranfgref- 
lions of the other fex. But then thefe i// con/eguences 
are the /éverer puri/bment itlelf ; and cannot therefore be 
any reaion for inHicting it. But if.by é// comfequences ate 
here intended the moral evils which follow, as they cele 
tainly ought to bg; then I think the direét contrary to 
what is here aflerted is true: thofe being much the great. 
er, which are occafioned by the intrigues of a perfidious 
debauché ; who is juftly chargeable with all thote likewile 
which attend the crime of the deluded fair.

frould be proportioned to the guilt of the delinquent : 
but it feems poetical ju/tice requires the contrary. Nay, 
itis confifient with this kind of ja#%e, according to 
Canpipws’s account, /evere/y to punith a lady lefsgqilty, 
and to reward a gentleman, whofe guilt is. méch gréater, 
with the poflefion of a beautiful and rich young lady. 
Canpibus fecms fenfible, that neither Lady TRrar- 
Pick's fermal renunciation of a verbal promije, nor AN- 
Geina’s Jove for Sir Harry, isa fufficient aniwer to 
the fourth objeétion; and thercfore propofes another 
expedient. But even this would by no means have “ 
moved all dificulties: becaule Lady TRAFFICK, who ha 
fisted’ the affair with Marta or Louisa, ia her letter 
to Ancetina, which Sir Harry had intercepted, may 
jelly be fuppofed to have informed her of the whole in 
~ her delet; and AwGetina might well think, that Sir 
Haury could not have debauched a young lady of fuch 
beatity and fortune, without making her the like promi- 
fes of marriage, by which he had deluded Lady TrarFick.

« and the moral inftrpétive’ ; 1 think I can produce unde- 
niable inftances, in contradi¢tion to every part of this cha- 
racter. \ ; 
Nor can I difcover, that this comedy ‘ is written 
* pretty much after the manner of Terence; iC being 
“rather evident to me, that the author is much better ac- 
quainted with Sir Georce Eruerece. The man of 
mode feems to have furnifhed him with five of his fix 
principal characters. Sir Harry Lovejoy 1s 4 kind 
-of copy of Dorimant, Sir Livery Braixvess of Sir 
Forninc Fivrrer, Lady Frareicn of Mrs. Loveir: 
Axceuina and Laritia are drawn from Harriet 
and Em1uta, whole qualities are blended together to 
form each of the other. The fable, conduét, and cata~ 
itrophe are likewife imitated. Even the debauching of 
Beviinpa is copied in that of Marta or Loutsa; in 
which intrigue Tom perforins the office of Hanoy. But 
i have net room to be particular : and fhall only add, that 
J cannot but wonder at our author’s choice of this piece 
‘above all others for his pattern, fince it has been to jaitly 
criticifed and cenfured in the 65th Spedtater. In which 
the judicious critic gives it this fhort character.“ rhis 
** whole celebrated piece is a perfect contradiction to good 
-* manners, good fenfe, and common honeily’: and con- 
cludes, ‘ I think nothing but being loft to a fente of in- 
* nocence and virtue, can make any one fee this comedy, 
* without obferving more frequent occafion to move for- 
« row and indignation, than mirth and laughter... At the
